A dozen do's and don'ts 

What every common food 
(that almost all Americans 
eat) is considered Heart Dis- 
ease Enemy No. 17? Red meat 
is the single largest source of 
fat and saturated fat in the 
average American's diet, But 
the worst offender of all, 
according to the June 1996 
issue of Nutrition Action, is 
ground beef, or the lowly ham- 
burger. Unlike many meats, 

* you can't trim the fat off ham-- 
burgers. You can't buy truly 
low-fat ground beef, so your 
arteries remain clogged. Try 
ground turkey breast if it 
doesn't contain any skin, for a 
low-fat alternative. 

Rule #1 - Don't eat ground 
beef and other fatty meats. 
Rule #2 - Don't eat even lean 

red meat more than three 
time a week.'Gone are the 
days when we -Americans 
expected meat at every meal. 


A growing body of concern in 
the medical community sug- 
gests that even lean red 
meats, but not poultry or 
seafood, may increase the risk 
of colon and possibly prostate 
cancer. 

Rule #3 - Eat “plants-only 
dinners at least three times a 
week, This means no meat, 
seafood, poultry, cheese, or 
eggs. Eating more vegetables 
may reduce your risk of a host 


of cancers, like colon, lung, 
stomach, mouth, throat, pan- 
creas, and bladder, and also 
lower your risk of heart dis- 
ease and stroke to boot. Bean 
dishes can be used to replace 
the nutrients in the meat you 
did without; and spaghetti 
with red sauce is good too. 
Rule #4 - Make nearly all 
your snacks fruits and vegeta- 
bles. the National Cancer 
Institute recommends that 
people eat at least five to nine 
servings of fruits and vegeta- 
bles a day. The phytochem- 
cials, fiber, folic acid, and 
potassium in them may also 
help reduce your risk of heart 
disease and stroke. We in 
Florida are lucky to have long 
seasons where fresh fruit is 
readily available...now we 
need to learn to eat them in 
the right amounts. 

Rule #5 - Switch to low-fat 
or fat-free milk

They knew it was co: Ig. 
The Seminole Indians saw 
the signs in the Everglades- 
the rabbits were searching 
for higher ground, the birds 
stopped signing, the alliga- 
tors barked with unusual 
frequency. 

The River of Grass itself 
was changing, too-the saw 
grass was blooming at an 
unusually tall height. Indian 
tradition said that the top of 
thé grass indicated the 
depth of the water. 

The Seminoles knew a 
massive hurricane was head- 
ed toward Florida but no one 
else did-not even the weath- 
er forecasters. The hurricane 
of 1926 was one of the worst 
storms to hit Miami. Scores 
of people were injured and 
killed. Damage ‘from the 
storm was extensive. 

But, the hurricane didn’t 
stop in Miami. It headed 
west toward the Everglades, 
crossing over the Indian's 
former home-just as the 
Seminoles had predicted. 
The white men of Miami lost 
everything while the Semi- 
nole Indians lost nothing. 
They knew the storm was 
coming. 

These days, thanks to 
satellites, radars and sophis- 
ticated computers, all of us 
will know when the hurri- 
cane is coming. But, that 
doesn't mean predicting the 
future path of tropical sys- 
tems has gotten any easier. 


It's Bob Burpee's job to 
know where those storms 


are and where they are. 


headed. Burpee, in his sec- 
ond year as Director of,the 
National Hurricane Center, 
says his staff did a “great 
job" last year. 

"They made some excellent 
forecasts in 1995," he said. 

The staff certainly had 
many opportunities to? frac- 
tice their craft last year, Not 
only was it an extremely 
busy season but there*were 
several periods last summer 
when multiple storms were 
wandering the ocean. At one 
point, two hurricanes and 


~ two tropical storms, were 


churning through the 
Atlantic Ocean at the same 
time. 

Forecasting the future 
path and intensity of a 
storm has always been a 
challenge. Tropical systems 
are inherently unpredictable 
yet each year the profession- 
als at the National Hurri- 
cane Center get a little bit 
better at their job. “Our abil- 


ity. to improve. our hurricane », 
forecasts is improving about +, 
ne percent per year,” he i’ 


- said. 


‘That accuracy rate is. 
expected to increase even - 
more this year with the 
addition of a Gulfstream IV 


_ executive jet. “The jet will _ 


fly on the periphery of hurri-*." 
canes,” Burpee said. “It will 
obtain observations through- . 
out the depth of the atmo- > 
sphere and relay those 
observations to the National 
Hurricane Center.” 

Unlike the famous Hurri- 
cane Hunters that 


atmosphere above and 
around the hurricane. It’s 
important information that 
Burpee believes will make a + 
big difference in predicting 
the future track and intensi 
ty of a storm. 

“We believe with those 
observations that we can 
improve our forecasts per- 
haps slightly faster than the 
one percent rate,” he said.

This new technology 
should have a significant.
